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STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES 


The United Free Church of Scotland is a branch of the one Universal 
or Catholic Church, built upon the foundation of Jesus Christ and His 
Apostles, and acknowledges Jesus Christ as the only King and Head of the 
Church. 


REFORMED AND PRESBYTERIAN 


A branch of the Church reformed, the United Free Church of Scot- 
land is Presbyterian in government, discipline and worship, and regards these 
forms of Churchmanship as agreeable to the Word of God. It does not 
make exclusive claims for its practices and recognises on the basis of 
brotherhood in Christ other branches of Christ’s Church which are 
differently organised. 


ESTABLISHMENT 


Autonomy. Historically, the United Free Church of Scotland has 
consistently been opposed to State Establishment of religion, believing it to 
be a hindrance to the welfare and witness of the Church of Jesus Christ. 
Even in situations where there is no actual interference with the Church’s 
spiritual autonomy, the threat is implicit in the special State-Church 
relationship. 


Equality. In Scotland as elsewhere in the present situation, where 
uniformity of Churchmanship is neither actual nor immediately practicable, 
the special recognition by the State of one denomination places the Churches 


on an unequal footing and is not in the interests of the best Inter-Church 
relations. 


Voluntaryism. With full recognition of the Church’s obligation to 
promote good citizenship and of the State’s obligation to respect religion, 
it remains our conviction that the material support of the Church should 
come from the freewill offerings of its members. Where the State, for 
specific purposes regarded as promoting the welfare of the people, offers 
material or financial aid to all churches without distinction and without 
injustice to other institutions or interference with the Church’s freedom, 
acceptance of such aid would not be incompatible with our position. 


SPECIAL CONSTITUTIONAL FEATURES OF THE 
UNITED FREE CHURCH OF SCOTLAND 


Offices. All offices of the Church are open to any member in full 
communion. Women are therefore eligible for ordination to the ministry 
and the eldership, and ruling elders may be appointed as Interim Moderators 


of vacant congregations or as Moderators of Presbyteries or the General 
Assembly. 


Status of Elders. A high ecclesiastical status is given to our ruling 
elders. The spiritual functions of the eldership are emphasised, and the 
Kirk Session (Ministers and Elders as one body) is responsible not only for 
administration but for the spiritual supervision of the congregation and its 
worship. In the ordination of Ministers the ordination is carried out by the 
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whole Presbytery, ministers and elders of the Presbytery participating not 
only in the prayer of ordination offered by the Moderator but in the laying 
on of hands upon the ordinand. 


Ordination. The United Free Church of Scotland uses the term 
“ Ordination ” for the solemn setting apart of the teaching elder (minister), 
the ruling elder and, where the office is retained, the deacon. Nevertheless 
the Church recognises a distinction in function between the office of the 
ministry and that of the eldership, based upon the call, the training and 
the Church’s setting apart of the minister for the special ministry of the 
Word and Sacraments. The elder is not excluded from participation in the 
work of teaching, but it is considered advisable in the interests of good 
order that in all ordinary situations a minister should preside at the 
administration of the Sacraments. 


RELATION TO OTHER CHURCHES 


The United Free Church of Scotland seeks to cherish a spirit of 
brotherhood towards all the faithful followers of Christ. Members of other 
Churches are welcomed to communion and ministers of other Churches 
may, on invitation, administer the Sacraments. The Church recognises the 
ordination of ministers of all denominations provided that the ordination 


has been carried out by an authority representing a recognised branch of 
the Universal Church. 


This Church has been a member of the World Council of Churches, 
the British Council of Churches, and the Scottish Churches’ Council, since 
their inception; and it seeks to co-operate with other Churches in the 
furtherance of the Gospel and the service of mankind. 


THE CHURCH’S FAITH 


The United Free Church of Scotland, with all the Churches of the 
Reformation, acknowledges as its Supreme Standard the Word of God 
contained in the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments. 


The Church holds as its Subordinate Standard the Westminster 
Confession of Faith; by its Declaratory Acts (United Presbyterian Synod, 
1879, Free Church Assembly, 1892) it recognises liberty of judgment on 
points of doctrine which do not enter into the substance of the Faith; 
and it claims the right, as duty may require, to interpret, add to, modify, 
or change her Subordinate Standards, under the promised guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, and with a sense of direct responsibility to her Lord. 

The Church approves the emphasis of the Declaratory Acts on the love 
of God for all mankind, the free offer of salvation to all, the obligation 
of the Universal Church to make known the Gospel throughout the world, 


and the renunciation of coercion, persecution and intolerance in matters 
of religion. 


MISSION AND WITNESS 


Accordingly, this Church accepts the obligation to witness to the truth 
of the Gospel and to serve men in the name of Christ, with regard alike to 
their spiritual and material welfare, both in the homeland and overseas.

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HITHERTO 


When consideration was being given to how we should 
celebrate our Jubilee, it was quite clear that no one wanted 
just a reminiscent celebration, and so the General Assembly 
decided on a three-year programme, 1976-1979, in preparation 
for Celebration of Jubilee 1979. The emphasis was on ‘ Car- 
ing ‘; Caring for the Congregational Fellowship (1976-77), 
Caring for the Local Community (1977-78) and Caring for 
the World (1978-79). This programme would keep uppermost 
in our minds, when inevitably we would look back, that our 
Church is alive to present tasks and opportunities. We were 
not prepared to say with Longfellow, “’ Let the dead past bury 
its dead ’, but we were prepared to say with him, “ Act — act 
in the living present.’’ The heading, “ Hitherto ’, means “ Up 
to this time “’, and this contribution to the Jubilee Handbook 
will look back but only, it is hoped, to draw inspiration. We 
must take from the past and give to the present and the 
future. 


Leaders 


It is a temptation to refer to the leaders of that section of 
the United Free Church who were constrained by conscience 
to remain outside the union with the Church of Scotland in 
1929. To yield to that temptation, however, would mean 
omissions, and this contribution would be too long. Suffice 
then to say, that to those who knew them, both clerical and 
lay, they are people of blessed memory. 


1929 


“ For’ or “ Against “’ the union had been debated for years 
before the vote was taken. | do not remember much about it, 
but | was aware that it was going on, and that it was a matter 
of concern to people in the United Free Congregation to which 
| was attached. By 1929, | knew the principles that those 
against the union held to be of paramount importance— 
Freedom (Spiritual Independence), Religious Equality, and 
Self-Support (Voluntaryism). At the age of sixteen, | did not 
realize all that these principles involved but | was caught up 
in the emotion of the time and became a communicant.mem- 
ber of the Church at the first communion in Edinburgh of the 
Central Associate Congregation, which worshipped in what 
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was then the Synod Hall. Martyrs’ and St John’s, dating back 
to 1682, separated from the Church of Scotland in 1930, and 
was received by the Presbytery of the Lothians and Borders. 
The two congregations were united in 1931, to become Mar- 
tyrs’ and St John’s Central Associate Congregation, worship- 
ping in George IV Bridge. 


What | remember very vividly of those early days was the 
enthusiasm. Perhaps that was inevitable as we ‘set our 
hearts towards the highway.’ Of course, it moderated after 
a bit when realities had to be faced and daunting tasks under- 
taken. But while it persisted it was indeed catching. Many 
of us who are older could say “ Bliss was it in that dawn to 
be alive, but to be young was very heaven.” At a time when 
many congregations had to worship in hired halls, and plans 
had to be made to build, and the resources, both in money 
and manpower, had to be found, besides the enthusiasm, 
there was remarkable patience, loyalty, dedication and sacri- 
fice among the people. 


The Spirit at Work Overseas 


At the time of the union it was agreed that the word “ Con- 
tinuing “ should be added to our title for five years. Some of 
the departing brethren and others in the Auld Kirk, thought 
that before five years were over there would be no United 
Free Church. Fifty years have now gone and there is still a 
United Free Church. There is abundant evidence that the Spirit 
of God has been at work in our denomination. Surely this 
has been most obvious in our Medical Mission Work at 
Molepolole. From the time of the union, it was the hope of 
the United Free Church to have a hospital that would be one 
part of the Church's effort for the extension of Christ's King- 
dom. On the files at Molepolole is a sketch plan which the 
Overseas Committee had before it as early as 1930. The 
morning of Monday, 3rd September, 1934, saw the hope 
realized with the opening of a twenty-bedded hospital. When 
Dr Shepherd went out to Molepolole in 1931, he found a small 
building with space for two beds. When he !eft in 1949 there 
was a well-equipped hospital. Dr Merriweather went out in 
1944, and under him a maternity wing was added. Today the 
twenty-bedded hospital is now a large complex of one hun- 
dred and eighty beds, with modern buildings and up-to-date 
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equipment. Through the inspiration of the Spirit a mighty 
work of healing, physical and spiritual, has gone on through 
dedicated men and women, black and white, in the Central 
Mission Station and in the many far flung out-patient dispen- 
saries. It was decided in 1973 to hand over the hospital to 
the Republic of Botswana and this was done on March 25th, 
1975. Surely this was the goal towards which we had been 
moving through the years, the day when the Botswana people 
themselves would be able to take over the work. God is now 
directing us into Youth Work, and the healing, cleansing 
stream that has flowed from our medical Mission will con- 
tinue, we hope, till it becomes “ waters to swim in.” 


The Spirit at Work at Home 


lf the Spirit of God at work in our denomination can be 
seen most obviously in the work overseas, the working of 
the same Spirit has been going on less spectacularly at home, 
in faithful pulpit and pastoral ministries in town and country. 
Sometimes the Spirit has had to prompt us. One such occa- 
sion was early in 1933 when the Rev. A. Johnston Millar was 
Moderator. At the close of the Assembly he issued a call to 
prayer which was sent to every member of the Church, and | 
quote — “ During the Meetings of the General Assembly in 
Glasgow, it was borne in upon the Commissioners that 
Prayer changes things, and that our deepest need as a Church 
is the quickening of the spiritual life of our members. It was 
therefore resolved to send out a Call to Prayer for Revival, 
and | invite you to unite with your fellow-members in this 
service of Intercession. Dr Cheng Ching Yi, Moderator of the 
Chinese Christian Church, has given the undermentioned 
prayer to his Chinese fellow Christians. Let us make it our 
own. ‘O Lord, revive Thy Work, and begin with me.’ If two 
of you shall agree on earth as touching anything that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for them of my Father, which is in 
heaven.’ This challenge was taken up, and during the follow- 
ing September and October, special meetings for prayer were 
held in every presbytery. In his New Year Message he re- 
peated the same call and it was taken up again by every 
presbytery. The Spirit of God moved upon the hearts of our 
people. Then there was the Call to Renewal in 1969. The 
eight topics, Worship, Commitment, Discipleship, Belief, Con- 


duct, Fellowship, Stewardship and Mission, were faithfully 
dealt with and deepened the spiritual life of many of our 
people. Who can estimate the ministry of the printed word 
through the pages of Stedfast, the influence of Youth Con- 
ferences and the Sea-Side Missions ? As a denomination we 
are small, but smallness has never been a barrier to the work- 
ing of the Spirit. As | write, faces come to me from the years 
and | remember — | remember many who were used in 
different ways for the same ends, the glory of God and the 
extension of His Kingdom, and | see faces of able men and 
women who are being similarly used today. 


Led the Way 


In many ways we have led the way in Presbyterian Scot- 
land. From the beginning all offices of the Church have been 
open to any member in full communion. Women have been 
eligible for ordination to the ministry and the eldership, and 
ruling elders have been appointed as interim-moderators of 
vacant congregations, or as moderators of Presbyteries, or 
General Assembly. A high ecclesiastical status has always 
been given to ruling elders. The Kirk Session is responsible, 
not only for administration, but for the spiritual supervision 
of the congregation and its worship. In the ordination of 
ministers, the ordination is carried out by the whole Presby- 
tery, Ministers and Elders of the Presbytery participating, not 
only in the prayer of ordination by the Moderator, but in the 
laying on of hands upon the ordinand. Perhaps this is why J. 
R. Fleming, D.D., in his book “ The Church of Scotland, 1875- 
1929,” published in 1933, called the United Free Church (Con- 
tinuing) “ An advanced left-wing of Scottish Presbyterianism.”’ 


How to Help Our Church 


In 1952 an exhibition entitled “ This is Our Church went 
round the congregations. There was a booklet with the same 
title and on the outside cover were the words, “ How you can 
help our Church “ followed by certain suggestions. It is fitting 
to take these suggestions from the past, as inspiration for 
present and future tasks and opportunities. 


By Regular Attendance at Public Worship 


“ Not forsaking the assembling of ourselves together as the 
manner of some is.” 
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By Giving your Offering every Sunday 


‘Upon the first day of the week let every one of you lay 
by him in store as God hath prospered him ” 


By Rendering such Service as you can through some of your 
Congregational Organisations 
“ And God hath set some in the Church... helps .. .” 


By Seeking Personally, and in association with others, to lead 
men to Christ 


“Ye shall receive power ... and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me...” 


By Praying and Reading the Bible Daily and by sharing in the 
Fellowship of your Congregational Prayer Meeting 
“ — in everything by prayer and supplication with thanks- 
giving let your requests be made known unto God.” “...

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HENCEFORTH 


Henceforth is a word used at some important moments in 
the Bible and often carries the meaning “from now on.” 
Peter's confession of unworthiness in Luke, chapter 5, and his 
request that Jesus should turn away from him brought from 
our Lord the wonderful words, “ Fear not, from henceforth 
you will be catching men.”’ What faith our Lord had in ordinary 
folk like ourselves, and what a great privilege is ours to see 
how the faith of our Lord has been vindicated over the cen- 
turies. “ Under the sun the race is not to the swift nor the 
battle to the strong.”’ Thus, from Peter at the lakeside until our 
own day there has been a unique community in our world 
called the Church and from it there have gone forth men and 
women whose desire it has been to “ catch men” for God 
and for goodness. Loud have been the voices, strong have 
been the arms raised against the Church of Christ. Of diffi- 
culties and defeats there have been many; yet wherever Christ 
is acknowledged as Saviour and Lord there are those being 
added to the household of faith. The smallness of our own 
United Free Church should not blind us to the part which 
Christ has called us to play over the last fifty years. The 
” bread “’ of work for, and witness to our Risen Lord has been 
“cast upon the waters” in Scotland and, through our mis- 
sionaries, to people in Botswana and many other lands. 
Eternity will reveal those people whose lives were enriched 
by the Christian faith, hope and love which our Church helped 
to kindle in their hearts. The United Free Church has played 
its part in making the “ henceforth” vision of Jesus by the 
lakeside a reality as it has drawn folk toward the secure 
embrace of His love. 


Christ's Word for Today 


Now we stand at an important moment in the life of our 
Church, set within a divided society and a dangerous world. 
What might our Lord's henceforth be to our Church today? 
It might be interesting to propose a number of answers to 
that question but, in fact, there is only one answer: “ Fear 
not, from henceforth you shall catch men.’ The passage of 
time has done nothing to lessen the passion of Jesus to see 
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men and women and young people being drawn into the 
Kingdom of God. Therefore the commission He once gave to 
Peter in the first century is the same commission He gives 
to our Church as it considers its future. Indeed there will be 
no future for a Church which does not share our Lord's pas- 
sion for the salvation of men and women. 


“ Fear not” is a word we need to hear as we move toward 
the end of the 20th century. One of the reasons our Church 
is smaller today than it was fifty years ago is that in too many 
places we defend what we have instead of risking all for 
Christ's sake. Peter never caught fish while his boat was tied 
securely to the shore, nor did he catch men by remaining in 
the tranquility of Galilee. How tame we often are by compari- 
son with these early disciples. Thus, far too much of our 
thinking is about survival, which is surely stratige from a com- 
munity of people who claim to worship One who came to 
seek, to save and to serve. Henceforth let us really believe, 
and act upon the belief, that God is commissioning our Church 
to effect a healing, reconciling ministry in ou: society. 


The Joy of the Lord 


There are certain features already in our denominational 
life which must become more evident to the people of our 
nation. Henceforth the joy which we receive from and share 
with Christ must become more apparent. We must dispel 
that myth which the ignorant believe, and which our behaviour 
sometimes fosters, that to follow Christ is to say farewell to 
all that makes life enjoyable. We know that the very opposite 
is the truth; that He still has the power to enrich our lives 
and fill us with a deep and abiding joy. What we need to dis- 
cover are ways in whicl: we can help the people of our nation 
to find Him who is the Creator and Sustainer of all true joy. 
This plea for discovery is but a glimpse vf the obvious and 
seems quite innocuous, but implicit within the plea is the need 
for change. 


For whom are our services of worship designed and what 
opportunity do our members have to express their joy in 
Christ ? Can there really be any justification for the ‘ one man 
show " which has dominated our worship for far too long ? 
Would our services not be enriched if their conduct was 
shared by more than the minister and organist ? This is not 
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a plea to make ministers redundant, nor do | have any desire 
to promote the ecclesiastical free for alls which pass for wor- 
ship in some places; but | do believe that our own fellowship 
would be enriched and our witness to the world made more 
effective if our joy in worship carried more participation by 
elders and others. Henceforth let us make a place in our 
fellowship for the voice of our children as they express the joy 
they are finding in Christ. When so many young people are 
ensnared by the business barons who make sordid promises 
they cannot keep, let those young people who are finding 
fulfilment through following Jesus say so. Let us make a place 
for those parents and older members to give voice to the deep 
insights and lasting treasures to which Christ has introduced 
them. And lest it be thought that the plea for a new joyful 
participation by all the people of Christ is shallow and lack- 
ing the element of witness, let us hear from those whose joy 
in Christ has been forged on the anvil of pain, bewilderment 
and loneliness. The whole point of this suggestion is not to 
have change for change’s sake but to reveal to ourselves first, 
and then to the world, that we are not a people who worship 
a dead hero washed up on the shores of ancient time; we 
follow a living Lord who even now adds that. dimension of 
joy to our lives which the world can neither give nor take 
away. “| wish you all joy. | will say it again, all joy be yours.” 


Christian Compassion 


Having given fuller expression to that joy which Christ 
gives and sustains ‘n us, we must hencefo.ch add the dimen- 
sion of compassion in our witness to others. “ Christianity 
taught us to care,” said Baron von Hugel, “caring is the 
greatest thing, caring matters most.” As.a nation we have lost 
our way and for many of our people life drifts on aimlessly 
without chart or compass. Gone are the old, but still valid, 
virtues of faith, hope and love which God intended us to 
weave into the fabric of our individual and corporate life. 
The turning away from God has not, however, brought the 
liberty, maturity and fulfilment which mediocre men predicted, 
indeed the very opposite. Divorced as our nation has become 
from the gracious restraints of God, and the kindly ethic of 
Jesus, we now witness a generation shackled by its irres- 
ponsibility, made ridiculous by its pursuit of sophistication, 
and desperately in need of some undergirding purpose for 
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human existence. Many of the features of our national life 
reveal that too many of our people are coming to the con- 
clusion that, “ Life is a tale told by an idiot, full of sound and 
fury but signifying nothing.’ Henceforth we must be so moti- 
vated by the compassionate spirit of Jesus, that amidst all 
the fallacies and excesses of our age, we will be able to hear 
the secular version of the haunting, unbearably poignant cry 
of Jeremiah, “‘ The harvest is past, the summer is ended and 
we are not saved.” 


From now on let us become known as a Church which 
really cares, a Church which in the words of Paul “ takes the 
initiative and overpowers evil with good.” There is a legend 
which says that sometime after Lucifer had fallen from heaven 
by his rebellious act, he was asked what he missed most. He 
thought for a moment and then replied, “| miss the trumpets 
in the morning.” As a Church let us believe once again that 
we have been given the difficult but privileged task of dealing 
redemptively with the cosmic homesickness which hangs 
heavily upon human hearts divorced from God. Therefore, 
over lives which have lost the dignity and purpose which the 
Father intended for His children, *‘ Trumpeter, sound for the 
glory of God and His compassionate purpose for the human 
family.’ In a day when the spirit of defeatism is the most in- 
sidious of foes in both society and Church, let us continue 
to sound forth the trumpet that shall never call retreat. Hence- 
forth let the Church realise that amidst all of today’s clever- 
ness and empty sophistication, men, women and young 
people are listening for the trumpet notes of truth, of faith 
and passionate conviction. Twenty centuries of lived experi- 
ence ought to inspire us to believe that soon or late our 
people will turn to the Church and ask, “ !s there a word from 
the Lord?’’ Henceforth let the United Free Church's compas- 
sionate interest in our society hasten the day when the 
question is asked. 


The Christian Good of Scotland 


From now on our Church must actively and urgently con- 
sider ways in which it, together with the other Churches, can 
co-operate for the Christian good of Scotland. Once again we 
should not underestimate the contribution which our small 
congregations and denominations can make. In certain as- 
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pects our Church still manifests a great dea! of vigour and 
vision, and it is vital that we share what gifts we have with 
the Church in Scotland. There are other aspects of our Church 
life which have been disappointing. Many of our members 
regret that our Church has not been able to deal in a practical 
way with some of the vexing social problems of our nation. 


We have come to accept this disappointment and have too 
easily assumed that our smallness and financial inability to 
bear the cost of social service have relieved us of all respon- 
sibility in the sphere otf healing and helping. What a danger- 
ous assumption this has been and how damaging to our 
credibility as a Caring Church. Our Churcl: is not alone in 
making this facile assumption, and it is not to the credit of 
the Scottish Churches that we have not co-operated enough 
in manifesting the compassionate hand of Christ in our 
society. As the Church of Scotland, which has had to bear too 
much of the burden foi social service, feels that burden grow- 
ing heavier with the passing of each year, it is a matter of 
urgency for the Scottish Churches to co-operate in this im- 
portant area of witness and concern. There is a great deal of 
compassion within our Church which waits to find an object 
or cause through which it can be expressed. It is vital that 
those who sit on the committees of our Church should be 
aware of this and, if we are not able to undertake a piece of, 
social service by ourselves, let us seek the assistance or give 
assistance to those who are already in the business of caring 
for Christ's sake in our Scottish society. 


Almost from the very beginning of the continuing life of 
the United Free Church there have been those inside and out 
of the Church who have predicted the demise of our Church. 
Some of these predictions are covered with the accumulated 
dust of forty-five years or more! Undoubtedly our smaliness 
in 1979 confronts us with grave difficulties and must make 
us ask very searching questions about the future. Our small- 
ness, however, does not give us the right to lay down those 
spiritual arms with which our Lord has equipped us. What- 
ever the future holds for our Church, let us march into that 
future continuing to work and witness for the Lord who has 
greatly blessed us. He has not withdrawn His commission to 
our Church; He still expects us within our congregations and 
committees to be fired with the one all absorbing ambition to 
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“ catch men” for God and for goodness. Small, weak and 
insignificant we may consider ourselves to be, yet the Son of 
God sees sufficient faith, hope and love in our Church to 
believe that we are worthy to receive the old but still relevant 
commission, “ Fear not, from henceforth you will catch men.”

Gifts Under Bonds of Annuity 


The Finance Committee desire to draw the attention of members to 
this method of contributing to the Funds of the Church and to the very 
great advantage to the Church in the increased amount it receives. 


1. A Bond of Annuity is a legal binding obligation to pay a specified 
sum annually for a minimum period of seven years. It can be arranged 
that the obligation terminates at the death of the granter should that take 
place earlier. 


2. If the granter has income taxed at the standard rate, at least 
equivalent to the gross amount of the annual donation, the increased 
amount received by the Church is obtained without any cost to the donor. 


3. Bonds may be payable to the United Free Church of Scotland, 11 
Newton Place, Glasgow, G3 7PR, or to the Treasurer of any Congregation — 
of the Church. In either case the donor can direct each year the manner in > 
which it is desired that the gross amount shall be allocated among the 
various funds of the Church or Congregation. 

As each payment is made under the Bond, the donor grants a certificate 
of Deduction of Tax (Income Tax, Form R. 185).

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General Purposes Committee 


The powers and functions of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee are clearly defined on page 30 of the Minutes of the 
General Assembly of 1978. “The General Purposes Com- 
mittee shall take general oversight of the Church’s work. It 
will supervise and co-ordinate the work of all Assembly Com- 
mittees, receive reports from them and, as deemed necessary, 
direct their work. The decision of the General Assembly anent 
vacancies, unions and linkages of congregations shall be a 
continuing responsibility. The Committee shall act as a 
Nominations Committee, deal with matters of law and make 
arrangements for the General Assembly.’ These extended 
powers of the General Purposes Committee took effect from 
the General Assembly of 1979. 


In common with other committees, the General Purposes 
Committee has ten members nominated by presbyteries, but 
it is the only committee of the Church on which all conveners 
of Assembly Committees and all presbytery clerks serve by 
virtue of their office. It is therefore in a favourable position 
to assess and co-ordinate the ongoing work of the Church. 
At each ordinary meeting statements are called for from each 
convener on their own particular sphere of activity. Advice 
and guidance are sought by and given to committees and to 
presbyteries. 


The present committee structure is set out on pages 30-31 
of the Minutes of the General Assembly of 1978. The work of 
the former Assembly Arrangements Committee is now the 
responsibility of the General Purposes Committee. 


In the report of the General Purposes Committee to the 
General Assembly a record is maintained of presbyterial quin- 
quennial visitations and of the congregations visited by the 
Moderator. Appendices to the Report nclude the Report of 
the Church Hymnary Trustees and a list of organisations on 
which our Church is represented.

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Inter-Church Relations Committee 


The United Free Church of Scotland claims to be a branch 
of the one Universal or Catholic Church and to cherish a spirit 
of brotherhood towards all the faithful followers of Christ. 
The implications of that claim are most effectively demon- 
strated by the degree of co-operation that exists between con- 
gregations of our own and other denominations at the local 


level, but the decision of the General Assembly to establish ~ 


an Inter-Church Relations Committee was a reflection of the 
Church's concern to foster and maintain this important aspect 
of its life and witness. 


The post-war years have been marked both in Scotland and 
throughout the world by a significant growth in ecumenical 
interest and co-operation, and it is the function of the Inter- 
Church Relations Committee to ensure that our Church is in 
a position to contribute to and benefit from the many new 
initiatives in that field. 


The Church’s commitment to inter-church co-operation was 
first expressed many years ago through its membership of the 
World Presbyterian Alliance (now the World Alliance of Re- 
formed Churches) and that commitment has been sub- 
sequently renewed and reaffirmed by its more recent involve- 
ment in such movements as the World Council of Churches, 
the British Council of Churches, the Scottish Churches Coun- 
cil, and the Multilateral Church Conversation in Scotland. 
Limitations in personnel and resources have imposed inevit- 
able restrictions upon our Church's participation in these 
bodies, but, even where active participation has been limited, 
the Inter-Church Relations Committee has provided a useful 
and necessary channel of communication with the Church at 
large. 


At a time when the Churches are 2arnestly seeking new 
ways of expressing their unity in Christ and of presenting a 
more convincing witness to the world, it remains the privilege 
and responsibility of the Inter-Church Relations Committee 
to enable our Church to play a more informed and active part 
in that search. 


A. D. SCRIMGEOUR 
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Public Questions Committee 


What constitutes a Public Question would bring a hundred 
answers from as many people and this highlights the problem 
facing the committee. Nevertheless, the committee does 
attempt to cover matters of social concern raised at the 
General Assembly and, through agencies such as the Scot- 
tish Churches Action for World Development, Christian Aid, 
and Scottish Churches Council, the committee receives much 
information which it is unable to consider adequately. 


While our Church's stand against the social evils of drink 
and gambling has been maintained over the past fifty years, 
new problems have arisen through the advent of radio and 
television and the relaxation of laws which has allowed a per- 
missiveness in the general pattern of behaviour to become 
accepted without significant protest by the Church. The com- 
mittee, while noting general trends in human behaviour, has 
always to be selective in dealing in depth with a particular 
subject. The committee members therefore, must always be 
aware of the inadequate coverage of issues which could be 
dealt with by a numerically larger committee. Yet the com- 
mittee’s aim continues to be to keep congregations informed, 
as far as possible, of matters which may be contrary to the 
teaching of the Word of God, or may offend the Christian con- 
science. The committee, by its donations, shows its interest 
in and sympathy with such worthwhile work as is repre- 
sented by Amnesty International, the Scottish Council of 
Social Service, the Elizabeth Fry Society and the Samaritans. 


We live in the nuclear age, and the problem of finding an 
energy source when oil supplies cease, with the possible re- 
placement by nuclear energy, concerns many people, and the 
committee has viewed it seriously. But this underlines another 
problem facing us when dealing with a matter which may be 
controversial. There are times when both sides have to be 
heard in committee and, in the end, both opinions must be 
reported to congregations. 


The Scottish Churches Council initiated a Consultation on 
Social Responsibility at which reports are given describing 
the activities and interests of the Churches in various depart- 
ments of social concern. Collectively, the Church in Scotland 
covers most matters affecting the lives of the population and 
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our own Church, through her Public Questions Committee, 
endeavours to keep abreast of these very important subjects.

Overseas Work Committee 


“ It is good to realise that in our Continuing Church the old 
earnest missionary spirit is being fully maintained, and we 
have already been enabled to take up work in that part of 
South Africa which is associated with the early efforts of 


David Livingstone. Our field is the North Kalahari area of 
Bechuanaland.” 


The sentence just quoted was penned by the Convener of 
the Overseas Committee in 1931. In the year 1979, Jubilee 
Year, we are glad to record that the work is still being main-’ 
tained. Many changes have taken place; Bechuanaland be- 
came Botswana in 1966; the Scottish Livingstone Hospital, 
starting with a few beds and equipment worth £200, grew 
into a modern, fully equipped hospital of 180 beds worth 
£250,000 and was handed over to the Government on March 
25, 1975; the long-standing relationship with the London 
Missionary Society was continued when the United Congre- 
gational Church of Southern Africa came into being and our 
workers were seconded to its Assembly. Our Youth Worker 
is now a member of that multi-racial Church and is working 
under its supervision. 


As the country developed so did the Committee’s respon- 
sibilities and it has mainly concentrated on informing our 
Church at home and supporting our missionaries; it continues 
so to do in that land of the open door and the friendly people. 
The Church members have responded magnificently to each 
challenge . . . Shepherd, Merriweather, and now Ford are 
names that have become dear familiars of the work at 
Molepolole. 


At the same time the Committee has kept on its heart the 
names of our members who have served and are serving 
overseas in other missions, and frequently sends tokens of 
encouragement. Yes, “the old earnest missionary spirit is 
being fully maintained.”

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Training For the Ministry Committee 


One of the cries coming out of the Reformation was for an 
educated ministry who would be equipped to lead the people 
in a proper study of God’s Word. This was not easy to 
achieve at the time and has always been difficult to maintain 
but it has given us a tradition which we would be reluctant 
to relinquish. However, the provision of finance and facilities 


for the training of ministers is particularly difficult for a small 
denomination. 


For many years we co-operated with the Congregational- 
ists in the provision of a joint college and this was a happy 
arrangement. Times change and we found we could not con- — 
tinue with that venture. Our students now attend theological 
courses at the various Scottish universities. They gain by 
being able to mix freely with their counterparts from other 
denominations but there is a problem of identity. One of the 
more important functions of the committee in overseeing the 
work of the students is to provide a focus through which a 
sense of belonging to our group is engendered. A short 
Autumn Course and a Spring Weekend Retreat help to that 
end. 


The committee’s involvement starts after the potential 
student has heard and responded to a call from God. He 
applies for recognition, the committee interviews him and, if 
favourably impressed, accepts him as a student and recom- 
mends a course of study. Thereafter his progress through the 
course is monitored, advice and assistance are given, until, 
hopefully, on completion, the committee feels able to sustain 
the course and recommends to gern de he that he be licensed 
as a probationer. 


Apart from its main function of supervising the training of 
students, the committee undertakes a number of other tasks 
which, though they occupy less time, are none the less im- 
portant. These include the interviewing of ministers who wish 
to transfer from other denominations, the oversight of pro- 
bationers, the reception of reports from ministers in special 
ministries and the awarding of prizes and bursaries.

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Women’s Home and Overseas 
Committee 


The Women’s Committee for Home and Overseas work is 
an organisation authorised by the General Assembly to en- 
courage and extend, by every means in its power, work 
among the women in the congregations of the Church and 
to increase the sense of union amongst women in facing 


moral, social and spiritual problems both at home and over- 
seas. 


The Committee meets twice a year and all Presbyterial 
Associations are represented. 


The Committee is responsible for administering the various 
funds to which the women of the United Free Church sub- 
scribe: i.e. The Women’s Home Mission Fund; The Women’s 
Overseas Fund; The Molepolole League (Bibles for Schools 
and work among desert people); Delegates’ Expenses Fund 
(to help pay travelling expenses of delegates from the far 
north and the islands to the Assembly). 


The Committee arranges the programme for the Women’s 
Annual Meetings and also appoints delegates to attend the 
Annual Meetings of other denominations. The Committee is 
represented on the Scottish Women’s Consultative Commit- 
tee and the Scottish Joint Committee of the Women’s World 
Day of Prayer, and is a corresponding member of the Women’s 
Inter-Church Consultative Committee of the British Council 
of Churches, and the World Alliance of Reformed Churches.

Youth Committee 


The Youth Committee concerns itself with all the work that 
is done among young people. However, while it could be said 
to have a passive role in its oversight of Sunday Schools, 
Bible Classes and Youth Organisations, it has a very active 
element as well. 


Each year two Youth Conferences are held, one in the 
Spring and one in the Autumn. While they are restricted to 
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those above fifteen years of age there is an annual camp, 
held during the schools’ Easter holiday period, for those be- 
tween twelve and fifteen years. 


Every year the liberality of members and friends is shown 
in the way they support the Easter Scheme. This is a project 
whereby we give financial aia to some needy cause. Prior to 
Easter each child receives a collecting card into which parents 
and friends are invited to mark their donations. Recent 
schemes have provided holidays for deprived Irish children, 
ox-ploughs for African farmers, translations of Scripture for 
a Colombian tribe and, in this Jubilee Year, aid is to be given 
to help build a school in Thailand for children deprived of 
education because a relative has leprosy. 


A monthly circular called Orbit reaches every child in every 
Sunday School. This provides news and stories and offers the 
children a variety of competitions. A points system allows 
each Sunday School to compete against the rest. At the 
General Assembly the top three are presented with prizes. 


The Youth Committee co-operates with other denomina- 
tions in Scotland in wider fields of work that affect young 
people. They are represented on the Scottish Sunday School 
Union, the Scottish Joint Committee on Religious Education 
and various other consultative groups concerned with Chris- 
tian welfare and education.

Home Area Committee 


Traditionally the committee meets on the third Tuesday of 
each month. Its business follows a number of lines. 


Employment and oversight of Home Area Agents. These 
men need not have had, but preferably have had, a course of 
study; must prove themselves capable of preaching the Word 
of God; be of the highest character; and able to work with the 
governing bodies of congregations. They are guided by an 
Interim-Moderator who ought to preside at all meetings of 
office-bearers. These agents are not ordained and therefore 
cannot conduct communions or baptisms or preside at wed- 
dings. However, after long, effective and faithful service a man 
may be given ordained status by the General Assembly. 
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Finance. The committee is responsible for the Central Fund, 
the Home Mission Fund, Church and Manse Building Fund, 
Extension Fund and one other Fund—formerly the Aged and 
Infirm Ministers’ Fund but now the Fund for Retirement and 
Invalidity Assistance to Ministers, Home Missionaries and 
their Widows. 


Church Extension. After 1929 there was a great surge for- 
ward in Church extension, but in the last twenty years or so 
it has slowed down considerably. However, the Church has 
built new churches in Northfield, Aberdeen, in Drumchapel 
and Springburn, Glasgow, and is presently seeking to build in 
Darnley in south-west Glasgow. 


Evangelism. This work came under the care of the Home 
Area Committee after the Assembly of 1964. Evangelism is 
fostered by a small sub-committee which seeks to further the 
work of evangelism throughout our congregations. 


The whole aim of the Home Area Committee is to encour- 
age the work of extending the Gospel throughout our land.

Finance Committee 


The work of the Committee on Finance and Administration 
is not hard to understand. The General and Capital Funds of 
the Church are in their care, so that not only are they watch- 
dogs, but also advisers to the other Assembly Committees, 
and ultimately to the General Assembly itself. Soon after the 
end of each financial year, the General Treasurer and the 
Finance Committee collaborate to review that year’s expendi- 
ture and decide how congregational givings to the wider work 
of the Church for the year ahead may be allocated so that 
each committee gets its fair share. This allocation must ulti- 
mately receive the approval of the General Assembly. This 
practice has persisted for a long time, but the General Treas- 
urer and the Finance Committee feel that it is putting the cart 
before the horse. They would much prefer each Assembly 
Committee to carry out its own budgeting, thus leaving the 
Finance Committee in its proper role of arbiter as far as dis- 
tribution of Target givings is concerned. In this way each 
Committee would receive funds according to its proposed 
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spending rather than according to what it had done the pre- 
vious year. 


Other than in the case of the salaries of the office staff, the 
Finance Committee does not fix stipends and salaries, but 
since 1978 it has been responsible for overseeing the ad- 
ministration involved in paying stipends and salaries centrally. 
1979 saw the final winding up of the Superannuation Fund 
following the transfer of its responsibilities to a commercial 
company. This ended the oversight by the Finance Committee 
which has lasted since the fund was instituted in 1944.

Special Aid Committee 


What, or who, is special and requires aid ? Mainly, and 
briefly, ministers | A number of things may make them special 
but their situation, as retirement approaches, is special, inas- 
much as they reside in tied houses. A minister has always 
been regarded as rather favoured in being provided with a free 
—_ but some, and especially their wives, would question 
the boon. 


The crunch comes at retirement. In terms of present day 
costs, few ministers could save sufficient to buy a house. Of 
course, there are houses to rent, provided a housing author- 
ity will accept an application. It is a real problem if a minister 
wants to retire elsewhere than the area of his last charge. 


The Special Aid Committee was set up in 1972 by the 
General Assembly and works in close contact with the Scot- 
tish Churches Housing Liaison Committee and the Kirk Care 
Housing Association to assist ministers in securing retire- 
ment homes. The committee was fortunate to obtain the for- 
mer Martyrs’ Church Manse in Edinburgh and this has been 
converted into two attractive flats. The committee would be 
greatly helped if members of the Church, either by gift or 
bequest, would provide money or houses. Anyone contem- 
plating such action should consult the committee. 


Special — certainly! Aid — greatly needed for a worth- 
while ministry to those who have served our Church !
